COAL FOR. RUSSIA. 


GERMAN SHIPOWNERS 
DISAPPOINTED. 


” Tmmrnediately after the antics: of 
‘diplomatic relations between Great 
Britain and Soviet Russia, the Ger- 
man Press was: full of predictions 
to the effect that Germany would 
be able to take the place of Eng- 
land in supplying Ruasia with coal, 
greatly to ‘the. benefit of German 
shipowners, who would, it was antl 
cipated, do most of the transport- 
ing. of the commodity. These ex-| 
pectations’ haye not been realised 
and consequently a certain amount 
of. disappointment prevails in. . the 
circles concerned.’ The fact of the 
matter is that at the present time 
Russia has Httle or ‘no need for 
importing coal, and as the reasons 
for ‘this sitiation are not very 
widely understood, it may be as 
well to explain thom. 

Befora the wai the transport of 
coal to Russia pluyed'a very con- 
siderable. part in European ship- 
ping. Coal cargoes for the 
Tsardom were .a very {mportant 
factor for shipownera because Rus- 
sia was in need of a vast amount of 
cargo space for her exports which 
consisted | chiefly. of bulk goods, 
wheat, etc., and the transport of 
coal avoided the necessity of send- 
dng ships to Russia in ballast.: Now, 
owing to the almost complete ceasa- 
tion of coal shipments, the propor- 
tion of empty ships. in the Russian 
trade is much larger. A trans- 
formation has taken place which is 
of great importance to shipping. 

In 1918 the Russian imports of 
coal amounted to more than 8,000,- 
000 tonsa, Great Britain delivering, 
6,096,000 tons, and Germany 2,108,- 
000 tons. The German deliveries 
were made mostly from Upper 
Silesia and were transported prin- 
cipally by rail. Altogether perhaps 
7,000,000 tons of coal

The misfortune which appears to 
chave overtaken the American aero- 
plane “Old Glory,” and other recent 
disusters of a similar nature, are 
cited ‘by aviation experts here as 
conttrming ‘their belief that non- 
stop trans-ocean flights, with ma- 
chines incapable of remaining afloat 
in a héavy sea, hinder rather than 

- wid the progress of aviation. 
Director Otto. ‘Merkel, of Luf- 
| thansu, the German-air league, in 
-discussing the matter to-day said: 

“We huve thought from the be- 
ginning that the crousing of the 
ocean with .a' lund plane has not 
even the ordinary chance of suc- 
cess and therefore we have re- 
garded it as belonging to the realm 
of sports, We reulise that the first 
successful — flights wonderfully 
stiraulated aviation and caught the 
Imagination of the world, but later 
flights, even have they succeeded, 
could not have ‘added ‘to this en- 
thusiusm., 

“The recent failures not only are 
deeply regrettable from the view- 
point of the brave lives lost but 
also because they have scared many 
people und undermined falth in 
aviation, A: trans-ocean service of 
the future can be contemplated only 
if curried on by: planes fit to’ land 
on water and carrying radio equip- 
ment.” . 

Major George Von Tschudi, presi- 
dent of the German Aero club and 
representative of the international 
aeronautical federation, said:— 

Trans-ocean flying, not only with 
land machines but even with sea- 
planes, is still extremely hazardous. 
‘In the case of lund planes, the ven- 
ture borders on frivality, So long 
as'motors are not absolutely perfect 
it is tempting fate to venture out 
over the ocean, . 

“What is even: the best of .sea- 
planes when forced to descend on 
wa heavy sea: our seaplane competi- 
tion lust year showed how impossi- 
ble it is tor seaplanes to rise again 
once they allght on rought waves, 

“But then, fliers are a dare-devil

Prof. Emi! Everling, aviation ex- 
pert for the ministry of transporta- 
tion, had this to say on the sub- 
ject:— :

In an age’ when no ‘tradition ap- 
pears sacred, I believe the folow- 
ing facts to be not without their 
interest, for such a message as con- 
tained in the signal in all’ of its 
simplicity becomes a traditional in- 
stitution, ‘and ‘as such, similar to an 
unwritten constitution, the heritage 
of all mankind. 

Southey’s Account. 

While Southey’s “Life of Nel- 
aon,” 1833, is merely an enlarge- 
ment of. an article in “The Quar- 
terrly Review” of February, 1810, 
and has Httle value, save ita liter- 
ary style, still it briefly deacribes 
the events lending up to the famoua 
signal and has’ been repeatedly quot- 
ed: 3 

“Nelson, certain of a triumphant 
{saue to the day, asked Blackwood 
what he should consider, as a vic- 
tory. That officer anawered, that, 
considering the handsome way in 
which battle was offered by the 
enemy, their apparent determina- 
tion for a fair trial of strength, and 
the situation of the land, he thought 
it would be a glorious result if 
fourteen were captured. He’ repli- 
ed: ‘I shall not be satisfied with less 
than twenty.’ Soon afterwards he 
asked him if he did not think there 
was a signal wanting. Captain 
Blackwood made answer that’ he 
thought the whole fleet seemed very 
clearly to understand what they’ 
were about. These words were 
scarcely spoken before that signal 
was made which will be ‘remember- 
ed as long ag the language or even 
the memory of England shall en- 
dure—Nelgon’s last signal: ‘Eng- 
land expects every man to do his 
duty!’ It: was received throughout 
the fleet with a shout of answer- 
ing acclamation, made sublime by 
the spirit which it breathed, and 
the feeling which it expressed. 
‘Now,’ aaid Lord Nelson, ‘I can do 
no more. We must trust to the 
great Disposer of all events, and 
the justice of our cause. I thank 
God for this great opportunity of 
doing my duty,” : 


‘Noted In Warship’s Logs.

Personal witrosses cannot’ be re- 
futed where so :vany agree, and to 
their number should be added 
William Beatty, M.D., surgeon to 
the Victory in the Battle of Tra- 
falgar, who writes in his “Authen- 
tie Narrative of the Death of Lord 
Neluon,” 1807, “About half an hour 
before the enemy opened their fire, 
the memorable telegraph signal 
was made, ‘England expecta that 
every man will do his duty,’ which 
was spread and received through- 
out the flect with enthusiasm.” 

Ne An Official Document. - 

In 1908 the question of what was 
‘the real wording of Nelson’a Jast 
signal was again raised, an inves- 
tigation folluwed and. in October of 
that year there waa printed for hia 
Majesty's Stationery Office “Nel-, 
son’s Signala. For Official’ Use,” 
written by W. G. Perrin, This 
booklet is conclusive. It not ‘only 
gives the history of signals but ex- 
plains. the methods in use,at. the 
time of -Trafalgar. The ‘signals 
were’ made in numeral code from 
the vocabulary of the ‘Signal 
Books” then about six years in 
use, and “confides,” which Admiral 
Nelson first used, not being in, the 
book, and “expects,” being the 
nearest synonym, the latter was 
therefore used and could be, aignal-.

HELPS SCHOOLS IN * 
MANILA, 


NURSES GIVE INSTRUCTION. 


es 


. Durlng the present. year the 
achool nurses’ of the Philippine 
Chapter, American Red Cross, will 
give instruction in 18 public schools 
in the city of Manila. The average 


attendance at each of the 16 schools| ° 


is 1,468, which means that the phy- 
sical welfare of more than 28,000 
Mantla school children will be !ook- 
ed after by the Red Cross thia year. 


. About two-thirds of the pupils|.. 


under the caro of the Manila Red 
Cross_ staff already have received 
individual health inspection, and 
it the hoped that the remaining 
one-third will be examined by the 
end of October. | 

A series of health clubs have been 
organised in the schools and health 
talks and health: drilla include a 
part of the weekly programme of 
the students.. According to reports 


made by the Red Cross nurses, the|. 


pupils all over the city have shown 
a great deal of enthusiasm for the 
health educational work and are 
-exceptionally responsive. 

The ‘number of staff nurses con- 
ducting the work total, six, and, in 
addition to their work at the 
achools, they have, for the past 
year, visited an average of 1,000 
homes, given 3,000 treatments and 
made 600 corrections of physcal 
defects monthly; a record that the 
loca! chapter-of the Red Cross: just- 
ly considers amazing. 

December of this year will be de- 
voted purely to educational talks in 
the schools outside of the regular 
home visitations, inasmuch as the 
individual school inspection will be 
finished this month. January, 
February and March, ‘of 1928, will 
be devoted to immunization work. | 

A few weeks ago the. entire 
Manila staff of the American Red 
Cross’ was requested by ‘the 
Y.M.C.A, authorities to assist phy- 
sicians in examining the studenta 
of their organisation. The Red 
Cross responded and about 300 
pupils were examined. 

On the request of the Philippine 
Health’ Service, four Red Cross 
nurses, in addition to their own 
work; substituted for nurses’on the 


health service while the latter were)’ 


on vacation, by holding weekly 
clinics.in some of the public schools 
under the health service care. 

One of the most noteworthy fea-~ 
tures of the Manila ‘health service 
furnished by the Red Cross is the 
manner in'which the gfe teach- 
ers, Philippine Health Service Pi 2 
aicfana and nurses, and students 
have co-operated. 

The work done it 
vice is subsidized’ by the insular 
government while all. the expenses 
of the Red Cross ‘are paid from the 
funds of that organisation, raised 
annually by an organised Roll Call, 
The Roll Call this year begins on 
November 1 and Insta until Nov- 
ember 30.—"Manila Times.”

BRITAIN’S ‘DETACHMENT. 


70 Per Cent. Of Taxation Due To 
War Obligations. ; 


London, Yesterday. 

Viscount Cecil's campaign of edu- 
eating: public opinion as to the 
League's Ideals was opened at Cax- 
ton Hall by an address largely at- 
tacking the argument that the Bri- 
tish Empire could afford ‘to regard 
European’ troubles, and dangers 
with detachment, 

Viscount Cecil instanced the ob- 
scure origins of past disputes which 
ultimately involved Great Britain 
in war, and pointed out that, 14 
shillings out. of every’ ‘pound of 
taxation was due to past wars’ or 
preparation for new wars.. 

He asserted that Britain had 
hitherto held back from the move- 
ment of European nations in 
favour of arbitration, though she 
was generally ready to accept ar-, 
bitration -after a dispute had 
arisen—Reuter. * :

PALESTINE “MONEY. 
DETAILS OF THE NEW 
COINAGE. 


THE PALESTINE POUND. 
London, Yesterda: ' 

The Colonial Office has announced 
that the new currency of cains and 
currency notes issued by the 
Palestine Currency Board will be 
introduced in Palestine on Novem- 
ber 1. The standard of the new 
currency’ will be the Palestine 
pound, equivalent to the English 
pound and divided into one thou- 
sand mils. Denominations of 
silver coins will be one hundred 
mils and fifty mils, and there 
will ‘be nickel-bronze coins of 
twenty, ten and five mils and bronze 
coins of two and one mil, The in- 
scriptions will be in English, 
Arabic and Hebrew. It id not in- 
tended at present to introduce any 
gold coins. 

The denominations of the cur- 
rency notes will be one hundred, 

ty, ten, five and one Palestine 
pounds, and : ‘five hundred mils. 


The new currency will be sterling : 


exchange currency. 

The value of the Palestine pound 
will. be maintained ‘by the currency 
board at parity with the pound 
sterling in. the same manner’ as 
that successfully adopted by the 
West African and East African cur- 
rency boards. The Egyptian’ cur- 
rency used in Palestine since the 
British occupation will be with. 
drawn during the next few months 
,and will then cease.to be legal ten-
